IRON HEAD FOR A GOLF CLUB 

ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

An iron head for a golf club having a metallic head body 
provided with a hosel part and a plate-like face body welded to 
the head body and made of a metallic material different from the 
metal of the head body so as to define a cavity between the back 
portion of the head body and the rear face of the face body in 
a manner such that the cavity extends to a position remote from 
the periphery of the face body located on the side of the heel 
of the head body toward the heel, and that a receipt portion of 
the head body provided for receiving the rear face of the face 
body on the heel side has a length thereof extending along the 
periphery of the face body on the heel side and being equal to 
or less than one forth of the length of the periphery of the face 
body on the heel side.
